COUNCIL PAYS TKIBUTE. 


Uo more sincere or lofty tribute of 


respect and sorrow for the fallen ex- 
ecutive has been given 
than that 


adopted by the Fort "Wayne city coun- 
cil by a I'ising vote at the special 
meeting- Tuesday evening. The mu- 
nicipal declaration is as follows: 


THE TRIBUTE. 


•We. the mayor and councilman 


of the city i>f Port Wayne, in coun- 
cil chamber assembled for the pur- 
pose of giving an expression of tie 
sentiments of our people in relation 
to the death 01 William McKiniey, 
president 'of the United States, here- 
by declare: 


"That the assassination of a presi- 


dent of a democratic 
republican 


form of government such as ours 53 
a crime so (black, so infanjous, so un- 
justifiable that the commission of it 
by any person is beyond the limits 
of human comprehension* That it 
has been 
done is appalling, and 


every law-abiding and liberty-lov- 
ing citizen, of the union greatly de- 
plores and universally condemns not 
alone the -act, but the spirit that in- 
spired the -act to be done. That a 
class of people exists in this coun- 
try that encourages the assassination 
?£ the chief executive of the peo- 
ple, urider pretense of bettering its 
conditions can no longer be ques- 
tioned. Such a class does exist. Its 
influence is extending, and the pres- 
ervation of government is greatly 
endangered unless 
vigorous meas- 


ures are adopted to annihilate the 
class as well as the doctrines that 
it advocates. 


"We demand that the punishment 


of all persons directly or indirectly 
connected with the assassination oi 
President CKCcKHnley be executed cer- 
tainly and without delay, and that 
no efforts 'be spared by the govern- 
ment to entirely wipe out anarchism 
in all its forms within tho borders 
of the United States. We denounce 


-AS chief executive of the nation 


he had the confidence of the people 
and his removal at this critical time 
in the history of our country and 
under the circumstances envelops the 
nation in a cloud of sorrow that only 
time can remove. 
The memory of 


tho crime will ever remain. 


"We sincerely sympathize with 


his beloved wife in the hours of her 
sorrow and affliction, and hope that 
the love that was "borne her mar- 
tyred husband by the people may be 
a solace to her in the hours of her 
bereavement.

ALL WILL OBSERVE IT. 


The tribute of respect to President 


McKinley's memory and the expres- 
sion of sorrow in Fort Wayne tomor- 
row will be more general than on any 
previous occasion of national calam- 
ity.

at the depot. Each carriage had been 
carefully numbered and set apart for 
certain guests and as they arrived 
individually at the depot there was 
considerable trouble before they were 
arranged in the order originally de- 
signed for their distinguished occu- 
pants. All was finally settled, how- 
ever, and by the time the funera! 
train arrived all was in readiness fo 
them, 


A number of the executive commit 


tee had been sent on east of Canton 
to board the funeral train and to ad 
vise each member of the funeral partj 
of the place of residence selected for 
him in Canton and to giv, them their 
carriage numbers. 


This plan was adopted in order to 


save confusion and delay at the 
depot. 


FUNERAL TRAIN LATE. 


At 9:30 o'clock word was received 


through an Associated Press dis- 
patch from the funeral train that it 
was thirty minutes later in leaving 
Pittsburg than was expected. 
The 


usual running time for the fast trains 
on the Pennsylvania between Pitts- 
burg and Canton is two hours and 
fifty-eight minutes, and as it was not 
likely that the funeral train would 
exceed this schedule because of Mrs. 
McKinley's known aversion to fast 
riding, it was practically certain that 
the train would arrive in Canton be- 
fore 11:30. 
Notwithstanding this 


fact, the members of the executive 
and reception committees, -the escort 
and the funeral cor were all at the 
depot in .readiness at the time orig- 
inally set. It was the intention of 
the committees that there should be 
no lack of attention on their part and 
no allowance whatever was made for 
the known lateness of the train. 


When the streets had been finally 


cleared of pedestrians and the depot 
platform left free for the membrs of 
the committees and the pall bearers, 
there was nothing to do but to wait.

many of his friends expected. Hit* 
pledge to continue the policies of 
President McKinley and his perma- 
nent retention of the old cabinet 
vouchsafe to the country freedom 
from any disturbance whatsoever. 
Doubtless the spectacle has never bo- 
fore been witnessed of a great na- 
tion deprived suddenly of its chief 
ruler going on in the even grooves of 
government as though nothing haJ 
happened. 
President Roosavelt is 


sometimes given to doing unexpected 
things, but the course he has set for 
himself is as admirable as it is un- 
expected. 


The Virginia constitutional con- 


vention has decided to strike from 
the amended constitution the words 
"freedom of speech/' which have 
been one of the fundamental guar- 
antees since the first bill of rights 
was adopted in that state.

The Japanese and American troops 
were drawn up at the inner gate. 
Several hundred Chinese, civil and 
military officials, in brilliant cos- 
tumes, diplomats, officers and ladies 
were massed on the plaza outside. 
Prince Ching and General Chiang, 
the governor of Pekin, met the Jap- 
anese and Americans and thanked 
them for the protection they had nf- 
forded the palace. General Yamani 
and Major Robertson replied, the 
Japanese and Chinese bands played 
and the 
foreigners marched out 


through the gates they had battered 
in over a year ago. Then the CV.- 
nese unfurled their flags and distrib- 
uted their forces at the various gates. 


The Chinese officials banqueted the 


Japanese last evening. The Ameri- 
cans were invited to be present, but 
declined, owing to the death of Presi- 
dent McKinley.

JACOB STEWART AND GEORGE 


LAMBLEN KILLED. 


BAD ACCIDENT AT EDGERTON 


MEN WERE MOVING STAVE FAC- 


TORY DRY KILN. 


BIG STRUCTURE COLLAPSED 


CRUSHING TWO BENEATH THE 


WRECK OF TIMBERS. 


Jacob Stewart, aged fifty-five, and 


George Lamblen. sixty-three years 
of age, were instantly killed at Ed- 
gerton at 4:30 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon by the collapse of a building 
which they were engaged in moving. 
The unfortunate 
men 
resided 
at 


Payne. Ohio, and both were crushed 
beneath the wreck of .falling timbers 
which followed the collapse of the 
structure. 


Stewart was a moving contractor 


and had taken the job of moving the 
dry kiln of the Edgerton stave fac- 
tory to a point about one-quarter of 
a mile from its original location. In 
his employ were George Lamblen, 
Alex. Reynolds 
and Max Stuckey. 


also of Payne. The dry kiln was a 
frame structure 28x70 feet in size, 
and had been raised up to a consid- 
erable height on jackscrews. 


In order to get the building- ovei 
stretch of ground of peculiar char- 


acter it was deemed 
necessary tc 


raise the west side of the building 
somewhat higher than that of the 
east and at the time of the accident 
Reynolds was at work upon the east 
side of the kiln, Stuckey at the north 


end. 
Lamblen on the west side near 


the south end and Stewart on the 
west side near the north end. 


All were lying down at work at 


the 
jackscrews. 
when somebody 


noted a suspicious cracking of the 
building and called out to the men. 
There was an instant scramble to get 
out of danger and two of the men did 
so. Without further 
warning the 


entire structure tipped and collapsed 
toward the east, falling into a shape- 
less mass of timbers. 


Lamblen was caught by a flat por- 


tion of the roof and crushed into the 
ground beside the building. Stewart 
had reached his feet, but stumbled 
and fell with his head across a log; 
at the same instant a heavy beam 
struck him across the head, literally 
crushing the skull. Two citizens of 
Edgerton. W. H. Brenizer and George 
Garmroth. happened to be watching 
the men at work, and together with 
the two workmen who escaped they 
set about rescuing the imprisoned 
men. 
The effort was fruitless, for 


death had been instantaneous. 


Coroner Barnett was at once sum-

CLIMAX OF AN INVESTIGATION 


AUDITOR MEYER SHORT IN HIS 


CASH $2,900, 


HE RELINQUISHES CONTROL 


BONDSMEN TO BE REIMBURSED 


FROM SALARY, 


lu all but name William Meyer, jr., 


has ceased to be auditor 
of Allen 


county. This denouement to the in- 
vestigation of his books came this 
morning: -when a three-cornered com- 
pact -with a $5,000 bond bracing one 
corner was entered into by Auditor 
Meyer, his bondsmen and George Ort- 
leib, deputy auditor, 
whereby the 


auditor relinquishes everything but 
the nominal incumbency of his office 
and $75 per month of its emoluments 
ind the deputy becomes auditor dc 
facto. All this is a consequence of 
a shortage of nearly $3,000* 
; 


BOOKS INVESTIGATED. 
; 


It has been an open secret for a | 


week or more that a shortage was 
supposed to exist in.the accounts of 
Courity Auditor Meyer and the secret 
that an expert 
accountant was at 


work on his books was equally well 
preserved. 


SHORTAGE OF $2,900. 


Over a week ago, with the consent 


of Auditor Meyer, George D. Crane, 
well known as an expert accountant, 
was put to work checking up the 
auditor's fee-foook 
and 
cash-book. 


His work has been, practically com- 
pleted and this morning the com- 
missioners said to The Sentinel ttmt 
a shortage which would reach a sum 
between $2,800 and $2,900 had been 
located. 
The commissioners stated 


that the work of checking the books 
has not yet been completed, but that 
they have no good reason to believe 
that any further irregularities will 
be discovered. 
Auditor 
-Meyer's 


bondsmen, are John F. W- Meyer, 
Christian Baade and C. Frederick 
Myers and they voluntarily went be- 
fore the commissioners and signified 
their willingness to at any time make 
good whatever discrepancy might be 
discovered in the accounts -of the aud- 
itor. The commissioners told them 
'that the investigation was not yet 
completed and that they would be 
informed of the exact amount when 
the books were finally balanced and 
that they would be expected to make 
the amount good in time for 
the 


county to make its semi-annual set- 
tlement with, the state. . This ar- 
rangement was satisfactory and the 
bondsmen then proceeded to secure 
themselves from loss by effecting an 
arrangement with their principal. 


AGREEMENT SIGNED. 


This morning 
an. agreement was 


signed to which there are three par- 
ties and five persons. 
The parity of 


the first part is Auditor William M. 
Meyer, the party of the second part 
is John F. W. Meyer, Christian Baade 
and C. Frederick Meyer and the party 
of the. third part 'is George C* A. 
Ortleib, present deputy auditor. By 
the agreement Auditor Meyer relin- 
quishes all except his normal rights 
as auditor of Allen county. He as- 
signs to Deputy Ortleib all the rights, 
which he was invested with as aud- 
itor, and gives him power of attorney 
to moke all collections, sign all re- 
ceipts as auditor, receive all mail ad- 
dressed to William Meyer as auditor, 
endorse all checks, drafts or other 
bills of exchange; retain all cash re- 
ceived in the 
office, hire and dis- 


charge all clerks and pay them such 
wages as may be agreed -upon, to re- 
frain from handling the cash, books 
and accounts of the office and in no 
way interfere with the conduct of 
the office iu any manner, but to lend 
his presence as the ostensible aud- 
itor, for which latter service he is to 


be paid the sum of $75 per month. 
Mr. Ortlieb, the party of the third' 
part, gives a bond of $5,000 for the 
performance of the duties imposed 
upon him and agrees to accept .the 
sum of $1£5 per month for his ser- 
vices; he to perform such duties as 
are required of the auditor and to 
render an account of his stewardship 
at any time and all times to the 
parties of the second part, who are 
the bondsmen of the auditor de jure. 


IS ACTUALLY AUDITOR. 


Mr. Ortlieb, in plain words, is by 


the agreement, 
made the 
actual 


auditor of Allen coanty at a salary of 
$125 per month, and Mr. Meyer re- 
mains as 'clerk without any duties to 
perform. 
The -agreement 
further 


provides that after Mr. Meyer's sal- 
ary shall have been deducted and 
Mr. Ortlieb and the other clerks shall 
have been paid, the balance of the 
fees and salary perquisite as may 
exist, shall be deposited with the 
treasurer until such shortage as may 
exist shall have been covered. After 
all this is done John F. W. Meyer 
comes in for his share of the arrange- 
ment. 
The agreement in one para- 


graph sets out that William Meyer 
"and his brother*' are indebted to 
the said John F. W. Meyer in large 
sums and that in consideration of the 
fact that the said John F. W. Meyer 
agrees to continue on the bond of 
Auditor Meyer, and provide for the 
settlement of his indebtedness to the 
county, therefore after all shortage 
shall have been made good, all sal- 
aries shall have been paid, etc., then 
the balance of the emoluments of the 
office shall be paid over to him, the 
said John F. W. Meyer, to reimburse 
him for other debts incurred by said 
Auditor Meyer, but outside of the 
auditor's office. 
The agreement- was 


'igned up this morning and went in- 
to 
effect 
immediately. 
as 


far 
as 
the 
control 
of 


*;he o ffice is concerned, but the 
aart relating to the salary of Audit- 
ir Meyer will go into effect October 
1. The' agreement provides for the 
usual rights of annullment and 
'seems to be accepted as a veiy happy 
solution of what at one time promis- 
sd to be a serious problem. 


WHAT MR. MEYER SAYS. 


The Sentiucl called on Auditoi 


Meyer at his home at noon today 
and asked him whether he had a^y 
statement to make, stating* that the 
columns of The Sentinel were open to 
him for anything he desired to say 
to tho public. 


"I do not believe that any state- 


ment from me is necessary or wi2I 
ba 
particularly 
interesting," said 


Mr. Meyer, "I do not believe that 
my worst enemy will claim that I 
took any money with the intention 
of defrauding the county or any one' 
2lse, I siii.ply overdrew myself ano 
found that I had used money in my 
pcTsonil business that bfflonged to 
the county. When the discovery was 
made I did not seek to evade the 
consequences. When 
the commis- 


sioners questioned me I told them 
frankly how I believed I stood. Dur- 
ing the investigation I remained at 
the office, at my home and about 
town and I have never been afraid 
or ashamed to look anybody squarely 
in the face. 
When I found that I 


was hopelessly involved I entered 
into an agreement, of my own voli- 
tion, which will protect everybody 
who is responsible for my acts, 
I 


have surrendered everything- which 
I possess, even to my salary, and I 
do not know how I could do much 
more, since there is no possibility 
now of anybody losing 
a dollar 


through 
me, provided, 
of course, 


that I live to complete my term of 
office. 
;> 


"It has frequently been inquired, 


Hr. Meyer/7 said The Sentinel, 
**what became of the money. There 
are many stories 
afloat, some of 


which suggest 
gambling, bucket 


shops and other forms of extrava- 
gance. Have you anything to say 
to quiet such innuendoes 
and re- 


ports?'* 


LOADED WITH DEBTS. 


'•Not a word. If people want to 


take up such stories they can, but I 
defy any man here or elsewhere to 
show that I have ever gambled a 
dollar at home or abroad since I 
have been auditor of Alien county 
and I don't know a bucket shop from 
a coal car. I don't care particularly 


about you saying this in the paper, 
because it don't cut any figure any- 
way, but here is a fact: I started in 
life without a dollar.

to the City of His Home.

GRIEF 


Conton, Ohio, Sept. 17.—Tho body 


of President McKinley rests in the 
rotunda of the court house in this 
city, awaiting the morrow, when lov- 
ing hands will lay to rest all that is 
mortal of tha martyr. 


PEOFOUNDLY IMPRESSIVE. 
The sight was profoundly impres- 


sive as the funeral train drew into 
.the littlfi'Station. •-All about the sta- 
tion and banked in the surrounding 
streets were the friends and neigh- 
bors of the martyred president, whil 
down back of the station, were long 
lines of militiamen at present arms. 
Immediately in the rear of the sta- 
tion, at the mouth of Tenth street, 
was troop A, of Cleveland, mounted 
on their black chargers, keeping the 
entrance of the line of march clear. 
Up this street soldiers at intervals 
of ten feet with difficulty restrained 
the solid wall of people. 


A MIGHTY THRONG. 


Canton had suddenly become a city 


of 100,000 nnd the entire population 
was ill the streets. The station itself 
was clear—a company of soldiers of 
the Eighth Ohio from Wooster keep- 
ing1 the platform 
clear. 
Opposite, 


over the heads of acres of people, on 
the wail 
of a big 
manufacturing 


establishment, was 
an 
enormous 


shield thirty feet high, 
with Mc- 


Kinley'9 blacli-bbrdercd 
picture, in 


the center. 


The local committee, 
headed by 


ex-Secretary of State William B. Day 
and Judge Grant, were on the plat- 
form. 


All about was the black symbols 


of mourning. 
The approach of the 


train was unheralded. 
No whistle 


was blown,-no ball was rung. 
In 


absolute silence it rolled into the sta- 
tion. 
Even the black-hooded loco- 


motive gave no sound. 
There, was 


no panting of the 
exhaust pipes. 


The energy that brought it seemed 
to have been absolutely expalleil. 
At the mere sight of the train tho 
people who had been 
waiting for 


hours were greatly affected. 


SOBS AND TEARS, 


Women sobbed • and 
men wept. 


Fora full minute after it had stopped 
no one approached. Judge Day and 
his committee onoved 
slowly down 


the platform in front of the line of 
soldiers to the catalfalquo car and 
waited. Suddenly Abnei- McKinley, 
in deep black, 
his face tense and 


drawn, appeared in tho vestibule of 
the car next to that conveying the 
remains and a moment later Dr. 
atisey appeared, half carrying a frail 
and broken form. It was Mrs..Mc- 
Kinloy arrayed in the deepest mourn- 
ing. Beneath the heavy black vail 
she held her handkerchief 
to her 


eyes and her slight figure shook con- 
vulsively. 
Gently she was 
lifted 


from the car, and supported by Dr. 
Bixey and Abner 
McKinley, 
was 


practically carried to a carriage in 
waiting at the east end of the sta- 
tion. 


BACK TO THE OLD HOME. 


The door of the carriage was closed 


and -Mrs.. McKinley was driven hur- 
riedly to her former homo on North 
Market street, 
which she had left 


only ten weeks ago with her. distin- 
guished husband 
in full vigor of 


manhood. 


Colonel- Bingham, the president's 


aide, then gave the orders for the re- 
moval of the casket 
from the car. 


The coffin was too large to be taken 
through tho door and a broad window 
at the side was unscrewed*and re- 
moved. While this was going on the 
floral pieces inside 
wore carefully 


lifted out and 
placed 
upon 
the 


ground at the side of tho track. 
When all was ready the soldiers and 
sailors who had 
accompanied the 


remains all tho way from Buffalo 
emerged from the cur and took up 
their places. 
The soldiers trailed 


their arms at their sides and tho 
sailors hold their drawn cutlaasos at 
their Bides. 
Only the body-bearers 


•were bareheaded and unarmed. 


PRESIDENT ALIGHTS. 


Meantime 
President 
Koosevalt, 


with his 
brother-in-law, 
Captain 


Cowles, of the navy, in full uniform, 
at his sidej had descended from the 
car ahead of that of 'Mrs. McKinley. 


The members of the cabinet, Secre- 


tary Cortelyou, Governor Nash, Lieu- 
tenant Governor Caldwe}! and Judge 
Marshall J, Williams, of tho supreme 
court, 
represen ting 
ithe 
th ree 


branches of the state government of 
Ohio, followed. 
The president was 


met by Judge Gray of the reception 
committee, and the party'then moved 
'to ithe west of the station, where they 
formed in line with the president at 
the head. All were uncovered. The 
casket was then lifted 'through the 
window and taken upon the brawny 
shoulders of the body bearers. 
Only 


the flag- was on it. 


PBOCESSION FOBMED. 


At the sight of It tears came un- 


bidden and flowed freely. The sad 
procession was -then formed. 
It was 


headed by Colonel Bingham in full 
uniform, a bow of crepe at the hilt 
of his sheathed sword. Following- anta 
immediately preceding the casket 
was the local company, headed by 
Judge Day. Then came the soldiers 
and sailors. Slowly they 
moved 


down the platform to the turn at the 
western end of the station, -where tho 
president and cabinet stood. AB they 


sjd the head of this line a clear 


drawn bugle call sounded a silvery 
requiem. 
Before the president and 


cibinr-t and 
his officials 
the coffin 


rp then, borne to the hearee. When 


it nnrl been placed inside, the pres- 
ident fnd the official party entered 


C'MTi.lg'CS. 


Meantime Admiral Dewey, Lieu- 


tenant General Mllea1 and tha other 
high officers of tho army and navy,, 
who, escorted by the guard or honor, j 
had moved around the east side of! 
tho station. They also entered car-; 
riagea and took their place in the ; 
long procession that was now form- i 
Ing. All were attired in the full uni- 
form of their ranks. They were fair- 
ly ablaze with gold lace. 


A SOUMD OF BTTGLES. 


The sounding of bugles had given 
; 


the first sign to the waiting multi- 
tude outside 
the station that the 


casket was approaching. 
Instantly 


the long lines of soldiers became rig- 
id, standing- at present arms. The 
black horses of the Cleveland troop 
Immediately facing- the station stood 
motionless, their riders with sabres 
lowered. 
Slowly through the en- 


trance came the stalwart soldiers and 
sailors with-solemn-tread, bearing 
aloft the flag -covered coffin of the 
man this city loved so -well. As it 
came into view a great sigh went up 
from the dense throng. 
After the 


•first 'glance many of (the men and wo- 
men turned away to hide their 'emo- 
tions, which they could not restrain. 
When the casket had been consign&d 
to tho hearse, three mounted trum- 
peters gave the signal for the move- 
ment of the procession. 


'•WiSABER MY <30D TO THEE." 
A moment later the sound of "Near- 
er, My God to Thee." floated through 
the air, as-the Grand Army veterans, 
with their band, swhng-in'tb'line and 
took up the march toward the court 
house. 
Through Tenth street and 


Cherry and Tuscarawas, the solemn 
pageant moved between solid masses 
of people, banked frooh-'curb to storo 
front, crowding" tha house tops and 
filling every window. 
Turning into 


Market street;" the main thorough- 
fare of the city, the procession moved 
under great curtains of mourning, 
strung from 
building to building 


across the strflo't every hundred feet. 


A MAJESTIC SPECTACLE. 


A majestic spectacle was presented 


as the procession neared the public 
square in the 
center of tho city. 


After the Grand Army men came the 
Cleveland troops in their 
brilliant 


uniforms of Austrian hussars, with 
tall bearskin shakos topped by pom- 
pom of whito. At tho hilt of every 
award streamed a long band of crap» 
and the tiny-silk guidon, flag wM 


looppd with, a long black streamer 


Immediately following the mount 


ed troops came the hearse bearing it 
flag-covered body. Thip was 
the 


sight which sent a hush along th 
dense long lines of humanity stretch 
ing for a mile away 
to the cour 


house. As the casket passed everj 
head was -bowed and every face evi 
deuced the great personal grief which 
had come upon the community. 


INTO THE ROTUNDA. 


With the strains of "Nearer, My 


God, to Thee" following them faintly 
through 
the doorway, 
the body- 


bearers bore the coffin into the ro 
tunda of the court house a little be> 
fore 1 o'clock. The hall where th< 
body will He in state ^in Canton has 
been handsomely decorated for the 
occasion. The walls and 
ceilings 


were hung with dead black, the crape 
being gathered into folds at each 
corner of the 
rotunda. 
A single 


chandlier gave light additional to the 
dim rays that passed through 
the 


doorway. 
Beneath the 
cluster of 


lilies stood 
the 
catafalque 
upon 


which the casket was to rest. 


Moving slowly, with short steps, 


the coffin "was borne to its support, 
The bearers swung slowly around, so 
that the head lay- to tho "east. 


Aftet President KoosevelVthe cab- 


inet officers, the heads of the army 
and-navy and 'other distinguished 
persons had walked alowly past the 
casket -and-from-the building: 


VIEWING THE DEAD. 


In a few minutes everything was 


ready for the public to enter and 
Joseph'Saston, an uncle of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley, an aged man bowed deeply 
with the weight of years, entered 
from the east hall and passed up to 
the casket. He stood for fully two 
minutes gazing into the face of liis 
distinguished kinsman. 
He then 


passed slowly down the hall, his head 
bowed low, his lips twitching- con- 
vulsively. A few final details werr 
arranged and the bier was opened to 
the public. 


Two little girls -were the first to 


approach th'<j casket. 
Directly be- 


hind them "was a tall "powerful man 
with a red mustache. 
An be ga--;M 


Into the casket

breath in a quick, saaxp sob that 
was audible in every part of the hall- 
way,- He then 'gave way •entirely 
and weeping bitterly passed out.

No delay was permitted nnd fully

CBOWDS ABBIVING. 


Although the greater portion of th. 


multitude which is expected to at- 
:end the funeral services of President 
McKinloy la not expected before to- 
morrow, a large number arrived thii 
morning- and from, now until night it. 
is expected that every hour will wit- 
ness the arrival of at least one spec- 
ol train. 
On Thursday they will 


come in four-fold numbers compared 
;o those of today. 


The trains this morning brought 


large uniformed bodies, which are tr 
participate in the march tomorrow, 
and during the morning the street* 
were filled with marching bodies of 
Knights Templar and Knights of. 
Pythias, while numbers of grizzled 
veterans bearing the badges which 
marked a member of Major McKinr 
ley's old regiment, the Twenty-third 
Ohio, elbowed their way through the 
crowds that packed tho sidewalks. 


OATHEBED AT DEPOT. 


Fully two hours before the time 


scheduled for the arrival of the fun- 
oral train people began to gather at 
1ihe Tenth street depot of the Penn- 
sylvania, road to await its coming. 
A large force of deputy marshals was 
aworn in lost night to Assist Canton 
police in controlling tho crowd nnd, 
although the people had no intention 
of creating trouble, the very size of 
the crowd made its control a matter 
of soine difficulty for the amateur 
guardians of the peace. 
Time and 


again the crowd by sheer weight of 
numbers 'pressed forward beyondvthe 
limit set for them by the police,;only 
to be pushed back AS ofte'n As they 
pressed forward. ' It was not 'until- 
the militia and troop A, of Clevolfctrttl,' 
camo upon the scene that the crowd 
was held back, and even then it was 
restrained entirely by the fact that:tt 
was physically impossible for a large 
detachment of cavalry and a larger 
crowd of civilians to crowd into one 
space too email for the latter alone. 


CIIOWD FOBCEP BACK. 


The crowd was finally compelled to 


spread backward and line itself along 
the route marked out for the march 
from the depot to tho court house. 
T.t was 10 o'clock when, the first of 
the carriages provided for the guests 
by the executive committee arrived

The wife, Eva Ellen Brown, was but 
twenty-one years of age and the little 
daughter Mary was eighteen months 
old. The husband is about the same 
age as was his wife. The 
family 


was in poor circumstances and the 
husband was employed on the South 
Wayne sower. Mr. and Mrs. David 
Brown, of Decatu'r, parents of the 
husband, arrived in the city Tuesday 
evening. 


SECTION A FLRE-mAP. 


The scene of the sickening tragedy 


is in the midst of a row of dilapidated 


frame structures which stretch 


along the bed of the old canal south- 
ward from Columbia 
street, 
just 


west of the crossing of the Nickel 
Plate railroad at that point. The 
buildings tirp of various size, hudlec 
together -with little aim at arrange- 
ment, and in some cases with hut a 
narrow walk between them. 


The building in which the woman 


and child lost their lives Tuesday is 
No. 132 East Columbia street, and

cupied by Henry "Warfleld and Samuel

HAD BEEN AT WOBJC. 


Mrs. Brown resided with her hus- 


band and little child in a small cabin 
immediately adjoining- 
the burned 


structure. The husband is employed 
upon the South Wayne sewer and 
Mrs. Brown had 
been engaged to 


clean and paper the room, occupied 
by Warfleld a-nd during the day had 
been at work there. Wm. Colvin, who 
occupies the front 
portion of the 


house, conducts a shoo repair shop 
at Lafayette and Columbia streets, 
and during the afternoon 
his wift 


had gone to tho shop to spend the 
time with her husband, and the only 
persons -known to be about the prem-' 
ises were Mrs. 'Brown and her baby. 


Shortly before 4 o'clock Mrs. Col-

Mrs. Colvin't | 
first thought was of the woman and!

Captain Jasper and one of his men 


from company Wo. 3 plunged into tht 
room, which was densely filled with 
smoke and charred on every side by 
the flames, which had been partially 
subdued by the chemicals and water. 
In other portions of the building tht 
flames were yet raging and the trip 
was a dangerous one. 


AN AWPtHL SIGHT. 


Through the blinding smoke inside 


the wrecked room an awful sight met 
the firemen's eyes. 
Lying on the 


floor near the foot of the bed was the 
charred and lifeless body of a woman, 
while across her breast and clasped 
in her embrace was the dead body of 
the child. 
The firemen retreated 


until the fire was sufficiently .con- 
quered to permit the removal of the

General Diclc, commander of the Ohio 
na-tional guard, .to board the train. 


It -was just one minute before 9 


o'clock when the first section of tlio 
funeral train bearing the body of 
President McKinley arrived in sight 
of the Union station. This train car- 
ried President Theodore Uooscvelt, 
the members of the cabinet and other 
government .officials. 


BAN THUOtraH STATION. 


Ten minutes ahead of it a pilot en- 


gine and baggage car -were sent cut 
over tho Fort Wayne road. The first 
section came through the station at 
the rats o! about t»*nty-nv-» m 
an hour. None of tho« who were on 
the train woro visible and most of the 
blinds were drawn. 


The second section, or 
funeral 


train, was late, and aid not reach the 
station until 9:35 o'clock. When It 
came into view many of the watcher* 


placed coins on the rails, to have tha 
train run over them, and there wero 
hundreds of these souvenirs. 


As the "train passed, the Pour teen ;.i 


and Eighteenth regiments of the na- 
tional guard presented arms and the 
great multitude was silent and stood 
with uncovered heads.

scenes were repeated as the train 
passed through Allegheny. 


MI&HTT CRUSH OP PEOPLE. 
It is 'estimated that not less than 


50,000 people were at Union station 
and 25,000 at the Allegheny depot, 
while the crowd that viewed the fun- 
era! train from its 'entrance into 
Pittsburg- until it crossed the city 
line in Allegheny was not less than 
2SO;000. On the faces of all there 
were signs of the deepest feeling and 
mourning. 
There were many chil- 


dren in this vast assembly, and they 
seemed to realize with their elders 
the 'sorrow the nation was experienc-. 
ing, and on their young faces, too, 
was expressed the mourning as for 
one whom they had loved and lost- 


It had been reported that the train 


would reach Pittsbnrg at 7 o'clock. 
andi thousands of 'l«oplft had bwn 
standing in the raw, foggy atmos- 
phere from 6 o'clock. 


During the passage of the train 


through the two cities a section of 
battery B fired a salute from Mount 
Washington and the city end church 
bells tolled. 


Tho scene from the car windows 


grew even more impressive after the 
Allegheny was crossed. 
The river 


was covered with dredges, oach being 
thronged with humanity, and the 
wharves along either shore could not 
be seen for the people struggling for 
foothold upon thorn. Tho Iron givfl- 
ers of tho bridge were hung with men 
and boys.

Leaving Allegheny the funeral 


train sped through th« litt*- town of 
Sewlckley, an outsklrt of the great 
manufacturing region, with Beaver, 
the home of Senator Quay, nestled 
across tho river. Here the populace 
came to the train en masse. Prom 
tliis point through to Beaver Falls 
the train rutjicd through thriving 
little manufacturing towns, Roches- 
ter, New Brighton and Kenwood. 
At Eochester a big American flag 
streamed from a telegraph pole, itu 
edges trimmed with crape, And tho 
church bells could be heard tolling; 
dismally.

OVEK THE MOUNTAINS.

Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 18.— The fu- 


neral 'train ran. more slowly after 
leaving Harrlsburg, shortly •' after 
midnight and daylight -was 'dawning 
as it arrived at Altoona, at the foot 
of the eastern slope of ^ho 'Alleghe- 
riiea. 
But through semi-datknesa 


the forms of many ' people could be 
seen strung along tho track.

shot. However, the diligence of the 
police all over the country in seeking 
evidence of a plot is serving to dis- 
cover many nests of anarchists and to 
bring the evil propagandists under 
police surveillance. That is an ad- 
mirable result if nothing more comes 
out of it.

many years.

McKinley's condition. His physicians 
herefore ordered that he should -have 
icmplete repose and forbade that the 
news of the president's death be com- 
municated to Mm this morning.

brought from its resting placo in thr 
capitol crypt early in the ds> and 
a half dozen expert drapers were soon 
engaged in shrouding it in crepe. 


The bier rests upon a platform, 


raised about six inches above tlK 
level of the floor of the building, find 
is surmounted by' a canopy, covered 
with black cloth. 
The top of the 


bier is three feet above the surface of 
the floor and when the casket is 
placed upon it the top will be slight- 
ly below the level of the average per- 
son's face. At the conclusion of the 
funeral services tomorrow the public 
will be admitted for a brief farewell 
glance at the features'which for so 
mapy years have been familiar to the 
j-flsWents of the capital city. 


Th« head will be pluced toward the 


west, so as to turn the face toward 
the procession as it enters from the 
east door. As the body will lie in 
state at this place for only pa IT of 


i the day, there will be an effort to ex- 
| pedite the funeral ceremony so as to 
give as many as possible an oppor- 


j tunity to see the pesident's *ac*.

READ THE SAD NEWS PROM THE 


DEATH-BED. 


PREPARE FOR THE MEMORIAL 


SOME TRIBUTES WHICH VOICE 


TEELINQ OF AIL. 


(From Saturday's Daily.) 


Fort Wayne today is a city of sor- 


row. Flags fluttering- at lull! mast, 
funeral draplngs which arc bogm- 
ning tc appear upon many of the 
business houses and the gioom pic- 
tured upon the faces of thousands of 
people voice more eloquently than 
could language the deep and univer- 
sal sorrovj that followed the an- 
nouncement of President McKinley's 
death at an early hour this morning-. 


Through an agonizing week, in 


which hope and fear alternated, the 
people of the city have shared the 
universal anxiety over the condition 
of the chief executive. Prom the mo- 
ment The Sentinel's bulletin a week 
ago announced ttat the president had 
fallen by an assassin's bullet, down 
to the last sad moment, there was the 
utmost solicitation for the welfare of 
the. stricken, chieftain. Day by day 
the bulletins as posted were sur- 
rounded by throngs of people eager 
for every word from his bedside. 


After the first shock of the tragedy 


tie brightening of the news from 
Buffalo lent corresponding 
nope. 


There was a confidence.that the mur- 
derous attempt of the assassin would 
be thwarted, and the people were au- 
prepared. for the sudden change for 
the worse which occurred Thursday 
uight. 


EAQEB FOB BULLETINS. 


Throughout the day Frliay there 


were continuous crowds in front of 
the bulletin windows, and wKen late 
in the afternoon came the intelli- 
gence that the president had Buf- 
fered a second relapse, the news 


• spread like wildfire. 
Larger and 


larger grew the throngs upon the 
down town streets and around the 
newspaper offices, hotels and tele- 
graph offlces were thickly massed 
great crowds, who scanned the bulle- 
tins, seized upon each faint rayjlf 
hope or were correspondingly De- 
pressed at the dispatches that told 
all too plainly that death would 


was an. almost continuous jam of peo- 
ple, und bulletins were posted as rap- 
idly as received from the agonizing 
scene in the Milburn home at Buffalo. 
Repeated rumors of the president's 
death gained currency early in fhe 
evening, but they were as quickly 
denied, and the crowds turned again 
to watch the progress of the shadow 
of death thai crept inch by inch over 
the life of the president. Shortly be- 
fore 10 o'clock The Sentinel issued an 
extra, edition, giving the latest bulle- 
tins up. to that hour. Not even the 
faintest ray of hope gleamed in the 
sad story. It was evident that the 
end was but a question of brief time, 
and while many people went sadly lo 
their homes, others remained rou- 
after hour waiting for the dread sig 
nal which all were assured must 
come. 


SELL WAS TOLLED. 


Many people were still upon th 


streets when the flash bulletin r.t a 
few minutes past 1 o'clock told tha 
President McKinley had breathe 1 hi! 
last. An instant later the bell at the 
fire department central station toiler 
out the sad message. ChieE Hil 
brecV had arranged for this to b, 
done and for half an hour the deep 
toned notes continued. 
It gave t 


thousands the first knowledge tha 
all was over. 


At the telephone exchanges tr 


evening was a busy one, for from 
every quarter of the city came th 
inquiries for news from the presiden 
and as reports of his death gained 
circulation there was another rush to 
have the sad news confirmed. 


Out in the crowds but one senli- 


meAt prevailed—a 'profound sorrow. 
All differences of opinion were for- 
gotten In the solicitude for the chiaf 
executive. The occasion recalled to 
older minds the somewhat similar oc- 
casions when two other presidents 
had fallen from the bullets of mur- 
derous assassins, and there was o-.i!y 
execration and loathing, deep and 
bitter, for the wretch whose act had 
plunged a nation into gloom. 


FELT THE SHOOK. 


The effect of the president's death 


was plainly apparent In every circle 
todcy. Tho terrible affair v/as almosl 
the sclc topic of conversation in all 
quarters an:l under 
Hie prevalent 


stress of feeling It was difficult to 
carry forward business. 
In public 


buildings, offices and business houses 
nf every-description the s.ime depres- 
sion was manifested, while upon the 


newspapers telling the details of the 
sad story. 


The news was a severe shock to the 


workmen in the manufacturing in- 
stitutions, the shopmen and the men 
employed in the railway yards and 
on the railroads. 
President McKin- 


ley had visited Port Wayne on nu- 
meious occasions; most of the people 
had seen him, and thousands of them 
had shaken his hand. As The Senti- 
nel representative made his regular 
morning roun'ds in search of news 
he heard only expressions of sorrow 
and regret over the tragedy. All 
considered the death 
of President 


McKinley very nearly in the nature 
of a j^vsonal bereavement and all 
were sincere in their condemnation 
of the assassin. 


Upon the federal building, the city 


hall, the railroad shops, dozen of 
business houses and nearly 
every 


factory in the city flags were placed 
at half-mast early today. 
Similar 


recognition is to be given at every 
school building, where the flags will 
be placed at half-mast and so remain 
until after the funeral services of 
the dead president. Business houses 
have already begun the work of 
draping in colors of mourning for thi 
dead president 
and it is probabli 


there will be an almost universa 
observance of this tribute. 


Both the circuit and superior court! 


adjourned this morning out of respec 
to the nation's sorrow.

It is recalled that Mr. McKinle 


visited Fort Wayne with James G 
Blaine during the presidential can 
paign of 1884, though he was yet 
comparatively young man and tl 
great proportion of his fame was y 
to be won. The other occasions upo 
which the people of Port Wayne ha 
been permitted to see him have be 
on those times when the president! 
train passed through the city upc 
the occasional tours which the pres 
dent made. 
About two years ago, 


while en route to the northwest, Mr. 
McKinley was met at the Wabash 
depot by a throng of several thous- 
ands of people. He shook hands with 
all who could get near him, but de- 
clined to make an address. His last 
visit to the city was but a few 
months ago with the train which 
bore Mrs. McKinley. then very ill, 
homeward 
from California.

again, the president shook hands 
with many hundreds of Fort Wayne 
people.

McXia- 
ley's reply was ,'Then up and at them 
as quickly as possible,* and as the 
regiment arose to its feet ths enemy 
came on into full view.

Garfield died from their dastardly in- 
flicted wounds, and have their names 
inscribed upon the national calendar 
cf m&Kyrs. 
The sad details of the

called by the terrible crime at Buf- 
falo, and it may be worth while to 
narrate again the main facts con- 
cercing those past presidential asas- 
ei nations. 


The shooting of Lincoln by John 


WUkes Booth wns the more sensa- 
tional, in view of the troubled state 
of the government -at Washington, 
r.nd 
was highly dramatic in manner 


of accomplishment. 
The additional 


feature that Bcoth was the head of a 
soi't of conspiracy gave to the mar- 
tyrdom of Lincoln-a peculiar political 
significance which 
most assassina- 


tions of modern history have lacked. 
When Lincoln went to Washington 
to take the GR'th of office as president 
the air was rife with fears of an at- 
tempted assassination of "the ne- 
gro's friend." 
But "Honest Abe" 


passed, througth ithe grim ordeal of 
the ciyiil war 'Without an attempt on 
his life; and fell a victim to the as- 
sassin in the very hour of seeming 
triumph' and restored peace. On 
April 14, 1865, General Anderson 
had raised over Tori Summer the tat- 
tered flag he had hauled down just 
four years before. 
The north was 


rejoicing that the war was -over, 
•w'nan, suddenly, the aisws flashed 
-throughout the land that Lincoln had 
been murdered. 
WHEN LINCOLN WAS STRICKEN.

The cortege halted 


nt all the principal tities on the way, 
and was greeted everywhere with ex- 
traordinary demonstrations of grief 
for the dead leader. 
The remains 


were finally laid to rest at Oak Ridge, 
near Springfield, on May 4, and. a 
white marble monument, 'by the 
sculptor, Larkin G. Mead, now marks 
the consecrated ground. 
The ex- 


pressions of sorrow and condolence 
lilrat were sent to the federal govern- 
ment from all over the world were 
afterward published by the state de- 
partment in a puarto volume of near- 
ly a thousand 
pages, called "The 


Tribute of the Nations to Abraham 
Lincoln." 


John Wilkes Booth, ithe assassin- 


ator, succeeded in eluding capture for 
twelve days after his crime. Fleeing 
on horseback to a farm about thirty- 
five miles from Washington, he lay 
for six days in the woods. 
Then he 


secretly crossed both the Potomac 
and the 
Rappahannock 
and took 


ie£uge in a barn, on a farm near 
Bowling Green. 
To this hiding place 


n squadron of United States troops 
tracked him. 
The barn was set on 


fire and Booth, while resisting arrest, 
was shot dead by a soldier named 
Boston Corbett. Thus miserably per- 
ished the murderer of Lincoln, who 
•was a son of the noted actor, Junius 
Brutus Booth, and whose gifts had 
aeemed to destine him to a noble 
career. 
He had been born at Belair, 


Md., in 1838, and was only twenty- 
seven, years old. 
His deed brought 


for a time an unmerited public con- 
tempt for the actor's profession. His 
own corpse was secretly buried un- 
der the flagstones of the arsenal 
warehouse at 
Washington. 
Two 


years later, however, his "brother, Ed- 
win Booth, had the remains interred 
In the family plot in the cemetery at 
Baltimore.

dent." His trial began in November 
and lasted over two months. The de- 
fense was insanity, but the prosecu- 
tion sought to show that the murderer 
had long been "an unprincipled ad- 
venturer, greedy for notoriety."

During 
his trial Guiteau acted in most disor- 
derly style and indulged, in scur- 
vil-'jUB ir.tfrniptions.

Seward lay on a couch with a frac- 
tured arm and jaw, and stabbed the 
secretary several times in 'the face 
and neck. 
Sewarcl's son was also 


struck down. After severe sufferings 
both of the attacked men recovered 
from their knife wounds. Later the 
conspiracy was unearthed, four of 
the conspirators were hanged. thr»e 
were imprisoned for life and one was 
sentenced for a term of years. 
An- 


drew Johnson succeeded to the presi- 
dency and to the tremendous prob- 
lem of federal reconstruction, which 
he so signally failed to cope with in 
the masterly style of a Lincoln. 


The assassination of President Gar- 


field had no such peculiar significance 
as that of Lincoln. Garfield was laid 
low by the bullet of a hair-fcrained 
individual who had come to Wash- 
ington for political oifice and who had 
been disappointed. To be sure, the 
division of the republican camp into 
"stalwarts" and "half-breeds" may 
have contributed to inspire Charles 
Jules Guiteau with the desire of 'kill- 
ing the president whom Roscoe Conk- 
ling had so savagely denounced as a 
party traitor. 
PRESIDENT GARFTELD'3 PATE. 
It was on July 2, 1881, only four 


months after his inauguration, that 
Garfield left the white house to at- 
tend commencement at his alma 
mater, Williams 
college. He had 


just entered the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion in this city when he was shot in 
the back by Guiteau. Guiteau was 
promptly captured and for a time 
there was hope of Garfield's recov- 
ery. But aftef ensuring great suf- 
fering with notable fortitude, Gar- 
field passed away at Elberon, N. J., 
on September 19, .eighty days aftei 
the shooting. He was in his fiftieth 
year. His public career had not been 
without political scandals and he had 
even been accused of selling 
John 


Sherman in his own interest at the 
convention of June, 1880, which so 
unexpectedly nominated him as the 
republican candidate. But the man- 
ner of his martyrdom moved all citi- 
zens, irrespective of party or opinion, 
to genuine grief, and his brave battle 
with pain and death won him the 
hearts of his countrymen. The re- 
mains of this brilliant,

like statesman were placed in the 
rotunda of the capitol, where an im- 
mense wreath

Garfield. 
An expression of her sor 


row and sympathy with Mrs. Gar- 
field and the American nation." Gar- 
field's memorial monument stands a;

Secretary of State James G. Blaine 


was walking arm-in-hand with Gar- 
field then Guiteau fired his dea'dly 
shot. 
Guiteau was one of a smal 


group of people standing near the 
door to the ladies' room in the rail- 
road station. As the president and 
secretary passed the assassin turned 
made a step in their direction, and 
drawing a heavy revolver from his 
pocket, aimed it carefully and fireVi 
deliberately. 
Garfield turned in ex- 


cited surprise. Blaine sprang to one 
side. Guiteau then recocked his re- 
volver and calmly fired again at the 
president, who this time fell to the 
floor, covered with blood. Guiteau 
fled, dropping his pistol as he ran, 
but he was quickly caught. 


Garfield was driven to the execu- 


tive mansion, where his condition 
was decided to be so critical that It 
would be highly dangerous to probe 
for the bullet. The medical judgment 
in this case has been declared to have 
been at fault. 
Later the wounded 


president was removed to Elberon to 
benefit by the sea breeze, but the 
hope proved vain. The bullet lodged 
n his back caused blood poisoning. 
[t had pierced the tissues by a long, 
crooked course, leaving a wound that 
could not be properly drained. 


GTJITEAU'S CAREER. 


Garfield's assassin, 
Guiteau, had

Se pretended to have been inspired

The average American, -Says 'Dr. 


Henry Gannett in Everybody's Maga- 
zine, is a man five feet eight inches 
in height, with a chest girth of thir- 
ty-six inches, and a weight of 150 
pounds. 
He is nearly an inch -taller 


thaw his English cousin, and more 
than an inch taller than his distant 
cousin, the German. 
He probably 


looks over the heads of all European 
peoples. 
In weight, however, he is 


exceeded by "both Englishman and 
Gel-man, being of slimmer and light- 
er build, although he is probably as 
heavy ;as the average European. 


iEas family consists of one wife and 


three children, a fourth having died 
in -infancy. 
His age is thirty-seven 


years and he expects to live thirty 
years longer. 
His expectation of 


life is longer by a year or two ithan 
those o£ the representative of any 
other people, those who most nearly 
approach him being our kin, the Eng- 
lish and Germans. His wife is thir- 
ty-five years -of age, is five feet four 
in-ches in height, weighs 126 pounds. 
She will live to the age of sixty-eight 
years, as her expectation of light is 
slightly greater than that of her hus> 
hand. 


The family of the average Ameri- 


can lives 011 a scale and -a daily diet 
which would be regarded in Europe 
as lavish, such a one as can be af- 
forded there only by the rich. His 
table is spread with abundance, noi 
only with articles 'of domestic pro- 
duction, but of imported food stuff? 
For example, his family consumes 
annually 1,250 pounds of wheat flour 
and 600 pounds of oat and corn meal, 
750 pounds of potatoes, 100 pounds 
of bufcter and 300 pounds of sugar 
He is the greatest coffee drinker on 
earth, one pound a week -being re- 
quired for his family's consumption. 
Of tea, however, he uses little, five 
pounds per year 
sufficing for his 


needs. 
His fcable 'costs him $16 pei 


month. 
He retires between 9 and 10 


at night and rises at 6 in the morn- 
ing;.

Approaching1 the end of his days 


in an obscure little village in Wis- 
consin is a man who recently has ac- 
knowledged that he was with John 
Brown at Harpers (Ferry as one of 
Osawatomie's raiders., He escaped 
at the time of John Brown's capture, 
but returned in disguise and was 
presen^"' at the execution of Brown 
and his companions. 


This man is Jacob Wildner, and 


Ms h.'iitt- is in New Lisbon. So tar 


lie knows, he is the only survivor 


of 
John Brown's party. He lives 


a quiet and retired life because of 
age and poor health, and for many 
years he concealed the fact of his 
participation in the Harpers Perry 
raid, fearing that it culd create a 
prejudice against him. His mind is 
as clear as to the stirring events of 
1859 as it was at that time, he says, 
and he gives from memory this ac- 
count of tha attempt to cause a re- 
bellion among the slaves: 


:0n Sunday, 
October 
16, 1859, 


John Brown and our men crossed the 
railroad 'bridge over the Potomac 
river, seized the United States ar- 
senal, stopped the railroad trains, 
captured a number 
of citizens, set 


free such slaves as they could find, 
and held the town for more than 24 
horn's. 


"The telegraph lines were cut and 


arms sent 
to slaves, -with the ex- 


pectation that they would rise at 
once, according .to -their previous 
agreement; but this for some reason 
unknown to me they refused to do. 


"The situation was thus unexpect- 


edly made critical for us, and our 
leader ordered pickets to be estab- 
lished to warn us of the coming of 
the citizens,- who were armed against 
us. They attacked the arsenal next 
day. 
When we saw them coming 


John Brown gave us positive orders 
not to begin hostilities, so we held 
our fire until attacked. 
The flirt 


shots were fired by the mob. We re- 
turned the fire, of course, to the'best 
of our ability and succeeded in hold- 
ing them, at bay for:a time. It soon 
became apparent to'us, however, that 
the 'building could nbt!be maintained 
against our assailants, whose num 
bers were increasing 'every minute. 


"Some of our men lost heart then 


and attempted to escape. One leap- 
ed into the river and swain desper- 
ately for the shore, but before reach- 
ing it he was- wounded. He man- 
aged to scramble but' upon, a rock in 
the river, and threw up his hands 
in token of surrender. 
A Virginian 


waded out to him, and while 'he still 
had his haaids in the air the Virgin- 
ian shot him through the head, kill- 
ing him in cold -blodd. 
It was a 


cruel deed and it convinced the rest 
of us tlint no mercy would be shown 
to us if we fell into the hands of the 
citizens. 


"At the suggestion of our leadei 


we then abandoned the arsenal foi 
on engine house that stood nearby, 
taking with us our wounded and IL 
prisoners. We remained there all of 
•Monday and Monday night. 


"On Tuesday morning we learned 


that Colonel Robert E. Lee, with a 
force 
of marines 
and 
some land 


rroopt-, had .li'sived. ?ncl tha-t, back- 
e:! by the Virginia militia, he was 
about to .attack us. This informa- 
tion was broug-h to us by .two negro 
women., who implored John 'Brown 
to makes his escape. 'One of then: 
offered him her dress and suggested 
that he blacken his'handstand faos 
as a disguise, but he told her that 
he could not go. 
The other made 


the same offer to me, and I had only 
just put on the gown when the at- 
tack was made. Brown had told us 
to do whatever seemed in our judg- 
ment to be right, and I did not care 
to sacrifice my life without an effort 
to save it. 
When the attack was 


made I jumped through the rear 
window and joined the two negro 
women who had proceeded me out of 
the window. 


"They led me to a little cave 


aibove the ferry, where I was com- 
pelled to remain for seventeen days, 
they supplying me with food. 
At 


the end of that time they said it 
would b= safe for me .to attempt to 
cross the river and get away. I 
made fie attempt, but my disguise 
was diicovered 
on the other side, 


and if I had not in my possession a 
few pieces of gold with -which in 
ransom layself I would have been 
turned over 
to the 
Virginians to 


share 
the 
gallows 
with John 


Brown." 


Mr. Wildner returned to Harpers 


Ferry disguised as a negro woman, 
and was present at the execution on 
December 22 of 
John Brown and 


six of his companions. He could do 
nothing for them, and did not br- 
tray his presence to them. 


;Mr. Wildner is emphatic in his de- 


nial that Brown's raid was inspired 
y Abolitionists in the north or that 
:hey had anything to do with it. He 
insists that 
John 
Brown himself 


conceived the idea of liberating the 
slaves, and his followers, all strong 
anti-slavery men, entertained, with 
lim, the belief that 
the 
negroes, 


would rise up at once and with their j 


assistance gain freedom from bond- 
age. 


While hs does not believe that the 


famous -Harpers Ferry raid was a 
direct cause of secession and the civil 
war, 
Mr. Wildner says that if it 


did have an important part in bring- 
ing- on that struggle, the ultimate 
emancipation 
of the slaves brings 


glory enough for him. 


AMERICAN BUILDERS IN KOREA 


American railway enterprises are 


meeting; with encouraging; success in 
Korea. The Seoul-Chemulpo railway, 
built by an American concessionaire 
and sold to a Japanese syndicate, is 
n'o'w in full operation, connecting 
Seoul with its port by a line twenty- 
six miles in length. Americans have 
built and are now successfully op- 
erating an electric railway in and 
about Seoul. At present this road 
is but about ten miles long, but an 
extension is being built which will 
carry it some eighteen miles into the 
country. The natives are patronizing 
this road well and it has now become 
a necessity and meets with little 01 
no opposition.—Leslie's Weekly.

IN LINE FOP, NAVAL HEROES. 


The remote "monarchy in Borneo,

The assassination of the illustrious 


Bulgarian statesman, Stefabi Stam- 
buloff, at Sofia, July 18, 1805, was 
one of peculiar atrocity. 
Stambuloff, 


although but 40 years old, had been 
for many years prominent in the 
Danubian principalities and long pre- 
mier and virtual ruler of Bulgaria. 
He had- procured the election of 
Prince Ferdinand, and had been in 
full authority for many years. Th-3 
prince finally resented Stambuloff's 
dictation and made matters so un- 
pleasant for the premier that he re- 
signed in 1894 and asked permission 
to leave for & foreign watering placs. 
This was refused, and the ex-premier,

explosion ten soldiers- wer-v Silled and 
forty-five wounded. 
But, providen- 


tially, none of the imperial parjy 
had entered the dining room. 


Soon afterwards an attempt was 


made ou the life of General! Loris 
Melikoff, and the assassin was tried 
the following'day and executed one 
day later. 
But all the drastic 


measures of the g-overdmsnt failed 
and 'on March 13, 1881, four taihilist 
conspirators posted themselves alon£ 
the street through which the czar was 
driving home from -a review in honor 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary of his 
ascension.

It 
afterward appeared that forty-seven 
persons had volunteered: to execute 
the crime. 
Many were tried, con- 


victed an'd variously punished.

were executed by hanging, including 
a woman of 
noble birth, Sophia 


Peroffskaya, who gave the signal for 
the 'assassination. • Another (woman 
plotter, Hessy Helfmami, bad hei 
deai-h sentence commuted to life im- 
prisonment. 
The ethers paid the1 


penalty of their lives, 'April 15, just 
one month and two days after. 


The American1 people were pro-

The civilized world was next star- 


tled by the Phoenix park massacres 
in Dublin. 
On May' 6, 1882, Lord 


Frederick Cavendish, chief secretary 
for Ireland, 
and 
"Under Secretary 


Burke, while walking in the park, 
were assaulted t^ fou- men, whc 
drove up rapidly in a jaunting1 car. 
The two secretaries were stabbed to 
death with long knives, after which 
their assailants drove aWay as rapid- 
ly as they had come. 
Arrests and 


executions followed. • 


PRESIDENT CABNOT FALLS. 
On June 24, 1894, a young Italian 
aker, who had been working in 


Cette, and not at all 'familiar with 
France and her language, stabbed 
President Marie Francois Sadi-Cai1- 
not as he was driving in state 
through the streets of Lyons, as the 
guest of the city, which was holding 
an exhibition of arts, sciences and 
ndustries. 
The president had or- 


dered away the special guard pro- 
vided by the prefect for his safety. 
It was easy, therefore, for the as- 
sassin to leap from the front rank of 
the spectators upon the step of the 
landau in which Carnot was seated, 
and strike the 
president with a 


poniard, which he had concealed in a 
newspapei'. Carnot died that night. 
It is believed that the would-be as- 
sassin of President McKinley, from 


one night he was set upon and mor- 
tally shot and stabbed by four men, 
whosa escape the police facilitated, 
while they arrested 
Stanibuio:ffJ3 


friends and servants. After he was 
buried there were denunciations, of , 
hatred by army oflicers at his grave. ' 
Thise facts have served to convince 
the world that the unfortunate states- 
man's sovereign was not wholly un- 
concerned in his bloody taking off. 


PERSIA'S ROYAL VICTIM. 


Nasr-ed-Din, shah of Persia, was1 


•the next to fall. He had reached"'the 
age of 67 and had occupied the throne 
of Teheran for nearly half a century. 
On May 1, 1896, he wns assassinated 
—as he was entering a shrine—by a 
Mahometan fanatic of the Babi sect. 
The fanatic survived the shah but a 
very short time, for Persian justice 
is as swift as it is terrible, 
' In August of 1897 a premier and a 
president each fell the victims of asr 
sassins. Senor Antonio Canovaa del 
Castillo, prime minister of Spain, .was 
slain at the Santa Agueda 'baths, 
August 8. -He had served the king- 
dom and the Bourbon dynasty with 
signal ability for half a century. He 
had been mainly instrumental in put- 
ting Alfonso XII. on the throne, had 
been six times premier and died in 
that office. He was murdered by an 
Italian anarchist named Golli, who 
claimed to be trying to avenge cruel- 
ties alleged to have been practiced on 
his comrades in prison at Barcelona. 
Golli fired three shots from a revol- 
ver, one of which penetrated the fore- 
head and the other the breast of the 
statesman. 


Two weeks later, August 25, 1897, 


the president of the republic of Uru- 
guay, Juan Isario Boarda, was mur- 
dered on the occasion of the celebra- 
tion of the anniversary of national 
independence. The president issued 
from ithe cathedral at Montevideo, 
after the official "Te Deum," and was 
passing across the plaza, betwean tho 
files of 4,000 soldiers, when a grocer's 
clerk stepped out from the crowd anil 
shot the president through the heart. 
The assassin is said to have been re- 
garded by a large part of the public 
as a hero. He was tried, convicted ' 
and sentenced to 13 years' imprison- 
ment. The case was appealed and a 
second jury.absolyed him from guilt,, 
because he "acted under the influence 
of political 
effervescence."" 
This 


crime was undoubtedly largely dl»e 
to the peculiar party conditions in 
Uruguay. 
"QUEEN OF SORROWS?' FALLS,- 
It was on September 10, 1898, that 


Elizabeth, 
empress of Austria and 


queen of Hungary, was slain by an 
anarchist. She was a lady of great 
courage and many sorrows. Her life 
was clouded by the loss of her sister 
of the Neapolitan throne; by the de- 
feats of her nation at the hands of 
Italy and France in 1859 and by 
Prussia in 1866; by the sad fate of 
her husband's brother, Maximilian, 
in 1867; by the suicide of her near 
kinsman, King Ludwig of Bavaria; 
the horrible death of her sister, the 
duchess of Alencon, at Paris, and the 
crowning sorrow of the suicide of heir 
only son, the Crown Prince Rudolph. 
Her sad life ended 
when she was 


fatally stabbed at Geneva, Switzer- 
land. 


It was but a little over a year ago 


that the brave Umberto I., king of 
Italy—the only European monarch 
then living who was ever wounded in 
battle—come to his 
death at the 


hands of Bresci, an anarchist belong- 
ing to the Paterson (N. J.) 
circle. 


Umberto died in Monza 
July 29, 


1900, while the fellow-conspirators 
of the Paterson assassin made merry, 
as they did in the same city Friday. 
Bresci was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to solitary imprisonment for 
ife. 
He committed suicide by hang- 


ing in his cell. King Umberto dur- 
ing his long reign had twice before 
felt the power of the assassin. While 
on a visit to Naples in November, 
1878, the king was set upon by Pas- 
sanants, a member 
of the Italian 


branch of the society which had been 
n-gnnized to put an end to the rulers 
if atates.
